seen fit to take up the charter. The 
Premier having already stated it was not 
the government's intention to diBallow 
the act, he would let the mattes rest at 
that. 

Mr. Davies promised the matter should 
receive more careful consideration from 
the government. Tiiia was tlie first I'e- 
fiuest for disallowance. There had not 
been any petition from a local body 
or individual, not even a whisper. 
The act was deutly within uuu power 
of the local legislature, iuid before it 
could be disallowed it must be made ah- 
solntely cletir that there were vital ])i)- 
niinioii interests at stakeof a jiarainount 
character. As to the Crow's Nest Pufs 
all he cotild say was that it would not he 
very long before the policy of the gov- 
ernment would be announced on that 
queHtion. He moved the adjournmeut 
of the debate, which was agreed to.

A Ceroiiionial in Jeiusiiiem Tluit is Spec- 
tacular aiul Blasphcinoiis. 

Mr. Richard Watson Gilder contri- 
butes to the April Century an article 
entitled "The Miracle of theGreek Fire," 
describing a ceremonial in the Church of 
the Holy Sepulclier at Jerusalem on the 
I^iturday before Kaster Sunday. The 
intention that in now directed towards 
t he Greek Church by events in the Knsl 
(fives this a fpecial tinielineas.

«1 T says : 

Now the time of the miracle ap- 
proaches. A llamo from lieaven is to Ix; 
communicated to the expectant worUl. 
Aa a preli tiiiiiary to this sacred mani- 
festation there is a ncw.v.'ild outburst of 
cries and screams. We are told that it 
18 the Jerusalem worahipperB,who iionnd 
with their fista their fellow-Ghristians of 
Jaffa, and drag and jerk them away one 
by one from the window where the celes- 
tial fire ia to appear. 

The noise swells like a tempest. A 
liurst of sound — the clanging of bolls and 
stricken Ijara of metal 1 A flash at the 
(ireek window. The lire has cornel One 
■wild rush, one high-pitched, niultitii- 
<liiiong scream, still the CAcited clanging, 
and out springs the light over the frantic 
Iniman mass, leaping from hand to hand, 
aa if each llame were lightning and. 
HHisic. Around and up and over and 
through, till flame ia added to flame, 
Hpreading from candle to candle, and 
lloor to gallery. Now a )irie8t appears 
on the roof of the Sepulclier itself, aud 
tliB flames runs round the top like a 
crown of lire. Higher it springa, drawn 
by a rope up to the people at the base of 
the dome. It illaminates the most dis- 
tant and dungeon-like vaults, thechapola 
above and below, every vantage-ground 
■where the spectatora have atood or 
<:rouched on the floor, or in temjiorary 
.lodcnients in mid-air. 

On and on sounds the clnnjror and the 
ehouting; men, women and children are 
jiiad; they pass, their hands over the 
llinie — ia it not from heaven? how can 
it do harm?— and then draw their liamlH 
over their faces, taking the celestial 
touch in ecstatic adoration. Over a path 
made clear for the runnera from tho 
window already the fire is on its way to 
the ienda of the earth. 
The Armenian paliiarch declared to 



ua later, and without hesitancy, that the 
Greek patriarch aimply had a lamp on 
the tomb proper, which he blessed. 
This kindly old Armenian said to us that 
it was not miraculous. It was rumored 
that a prominent visitor was told by the 
Greek patriarch that ho told tho people 
that it was only a oyrabol, and not a 
miracle. 1 asked the visitor whether 
thia was true, and was answered : 
"No! How could he tell them that? 
He would bo torn to pieces." Intelli- 
gent Greeks assure you that it ia a sym- 
bol, that " holy fire " is the same thing 
as " holy water." The Latins will have 
nothing to do with fchiei, one of the meat 
venerable ceremonies and the most ap- 
palling scandal of the Christian world. 

At the height of the freni^y, as the 
flame leaped through the rotunda and 
lighted the encircling chapels, making 
more rich and glittering the altars, the 
gorgeous vestments, the whoki ecclesi- 
astical paraphernalia, tho arms and uni- 
forms of the troops, and tho many-color- 
ed coatumee of the mad and motley 
crowd, the thought flashed upon me: 
Was there ever anything in all Christen- 
dom so beautiful and so blasphemous? 



The Premier of New /iealand Talks 
About the Liidy Voters of 
That Colony. 



" Di'iuuiiiei'8 " Provide by Tax no 
Little lleveuue in the Islands 
of the South. 



Hon. K. J. Seddon, premier of New 
Zealand, when in New South Wales re 
cently provided interviovvera with much 
"copy." To one reporter he said that 
the granting of the suffrage to the women 
of his colony had proved an unqualiiied 
success. The female electors showed 
their moderation by their attitude on 
the liquor question, and disappointed 
those who predicted that they would be 
extreme proliibitioiiists. Their entry 
into the political field hag also had a re- 
liiiing inlluence. Tlio present parliament 
was considered the best that had ever 
sat in New Zealand, and if this were 
so, the ladies shonld receive the credit 
for it. 

.Speaking on tlie ell'-jcts of protection 
in New Zealand, tlie .Maoriland Premier 
remarked that durini; the last five years 
the revenue in every department had 
evidenced considerable expansion, and 
in the same time the population had in- 
creased to the extent of 75,000. .Settle 
ment had increased enormously. The 
country was now in a proaperoua condi 
tion, there being the greateat buoyancy 
in every department of trade, while em 
ployment was jdentiful. The reaulta of 
their " exjierimental legislation" had 
been most satisfactory, TIib nrocynt 
active state of busineee, aud tlie fact 
that the people of New Zealand were a 
contented community, testitied suffici- 
ently, he thought, to tho sucxiess of the 
New Zeakmd tiscal policy, the duties, lie 
remarked, being fiigli. 

Alluding to tlie €50 poll tax on com- 
mercial travellers doing business in New 
Zealand, the New Zealand Premier said 
that it had been imposed at the request 
of the travellers themselves. Tlie big 
(irma wanted it fixed at tlOO, to crush 
out the small men, while the lattei 
thought that the poll tax would be about 
£5. It was necessary to extract from 
their income tax in the same projiortion 
aa New Zealanders themaelves paid, and 
it was estimated that JS50 a head wouUi 
conatitute a reasonable impost. Tho 
total receipts from this source would be 
X5,000.

A 
r(i9L-Intelligencer reporter called at 
.Miss Warren's room on two occasions, 
but no one responded to his call. 

.loliiiHoii arrived in the city Saturday 
afternoon or evening, and evi-utually 
went to the county farm, where l)r. Car- 
man operated upon him. It ajjiieared 
that Johnson had taken a knife and 
driven it into his neck, hut did no 
more damage tlian to cut a hole in his 
windpipe. He did the job several days 
ago, and by the time he reached the 
(Mjunty hospital the hole in his neck was 
festering. In a few more days he would 
have been a fit Bubject for a pine bo.x. 

Johnson has been out of work for at3v- 
eral weeks, owing to the discontinuance 
of work in a loi.'L'ing canqi where be was 
emjiloyed. Some say it was simply a 
case of deapondency, while others won- 
der if .lohnaon was of a romantic turn of 
mind.— P.-l.

Mr. P. A. O'Farrell, whose connection 
with the developme nt of the mineral re- 
sources of the provinces is well known, 
asked his views of the railroad policy of 
the government yesterday said : 

" 1 cannot speak too highly of the lib- 
eral and enlightened views held hy your 
government and your representatives in 
the railroad policy formulated hy it. An 
expending revenue and an abundant 
surplus is the surest testimony that 
your atrairs are being well and economi- 
cally administered, and those liberal 
grants to pro|)osed new railroads will be 
paid back a hundredfold to the ])iovince 
in the increased prosperity 01 its people 
and in the enormous amount of capital 
and opportunities for labor which it will 
induct. But aa the wealth of this prov- 
ince must come mainly from its mineral 
resources, parliament should be exceed- 
ingly careful to couserve the intereats of 
the miner in the allotment of lands to 
railroad corporations. All railroad 
raiitH ."liunld be incumbered with a 
laii.se comfielling the grantee to sell a 
mineral claim to a discoverer for a max- 
iiunia of live dollars an acre. Moreover, 
the timber on a mining claim should he 
accuriliMl tbc mine owner. Tlie crown 
c: )iild of coursi^ demand a fee for this 
title, but a lee is far preferable to a roy- 
tilty. .""ome railroad grants have not ad- 
justed the relations between the grantee 
mid the mineral discoverer and trouble 
and litigation hua ensued, and this should 
bo provided against in future."

Tlitre (lied at Lnoiiiis, Waeh., a few 
ilays ago, an old '>'ukon miner -.villi an 
interesting history, wliiuli the i:-pokt'8- 
man Review relates as follows: M. F. 
McConkey was a typical prospector and 
frontiersuian.

diatoly — namely, the line from Penticton 
to Boundary Creek— and also lor that 
portion of that line vhlch will aflford 
railway facilities' to the faxmera on the 
lower Fraeer, with a eurvey of tlio gap 
between these two portions. This seems 
like a very reasonable propositiou from 
every point of view. 

In considering a railway policy it is 
iieciisaary to look at things from a prac- 
tical standpoint. The !f-j,000 subsidy 
\vouldnot be sufficient to secure the con- 
struction of a road from the Coast to 
Penticton. A Doniinion subsidy would 
be needed, and a question will at once 
arise as to whether f.hu Dominion is like- 
ly to aubsitiize a lino to ouuipote with 
the Canadian Pacific for local iratBc. It 
is very likely that Dominion aid conld be 
got for the proposed line from Penticton 
to Boundary Creek, for if this were built 
it would practically be an. extension of 
the Shuswap I't Okanagan, which the 
Dominion has alremly recogiiizLnl. It 
would add iiumtiisely to tliu value of 
that road, which would Ihereatter doidit- 
k'aa earn the interest on its bonds ami 
juovidea sinking fund for their rfdenip- 
t ion. We cannot see a single objection 
that can be made to this piece of road, 
ami cannot understanil how any ineniber 
of the let;islatiu-o can justify o|iposition 
to it. That the sulisidy bill iloea not 
also include a r .id from Chilliwack to 
Piuitii-tou is stiruly no objection to this 
part of it, especially as enouuh ife left of 
Llia proposed loan to subRidize this jior- 
lioii of the Coast-Koolenay road if its 
construction is shown to be feasible from 
an engineering and commercial point of 
view.

We recognize, however, that the most 
profitable discussion of this matter will 

be among tlio farmers themselves, and 
what is advanced above ia simply in- 
tended to indtico such ti diacuasion. All 
that a newspaper can do is to keep the 
actual facts of the case before their at- 
tention. In his budget speech the 
Premier referred to the importation of 
farm produce from the state of Washing- 
ton. Si.K yeiira ago that state, like Biit- 
iah Colunibiii, waa sending away for 
most of its prod lice. The preaa kept up 
an agitation for a change and the farm- 
ers responded to it, so that now the 
domestic supply in some lines is greater 
than the home demand, and in others is 
very nearly equal to it. Probably a 
similar result would follow a similar 
agitation here. At least it ia well worth 
while to make everv possible effort to 
l;eep in the Province the millions which 
within the next few years will he pai 
out for produce which our farmers can 
raise.

future mean much for British Columbia 
farmers. It ia no exaggeration to say 
that within the next five years 1,000 
miles of new railway will be either com- 
pleted or in course of construction. The 
subsidy bill before the legislature pro- 
vides for -100 miles of road which will 
certainly be iiuilt within that lime. Tho 
Crow's Nest Pass road ami others jiro- 
jected in Kootenay will almoet make up 
tlie tlitlerence and there is certain to be 
railway extension on Vancouver island. 
The Canadian Pacific will bnild branches 
into the mineral lands lying imnietiiately 
north of its main line, and if the Yukon 
country continues lo advanee as it now 
i.^ doing railway connectiin up in that 
direction will be certain, In view of 
tjiese and other considerations of a like 
character, it does not seem extravagant 
to estimate that within five years 1,000 
miles of new railway will either bo com- 
pleted or begun. The average cost of 
such lines will probably be at least ^I'O,- 
000 a mile or $20,00l),0; lO in all. 

We do not iuiow any way of estima- 
ting the jirobable 'iu! lay in connection 
with mining durim: that period. The 
recent discoveries as to the free milling 
ipiality of Trail Creek ores indicate such 
a revolution in gold mining that all 
available data are naeless for I'alciila- 
tioiis as lo the future of this industry. 
The known silver lead depositg are be- 
coming more numerous with each 
month's prospecting. It is surely not 
unreasonable to estimate that within 
live years 100,000 persons will be en- 
gaged in mining in various parts of the 
Province. 

A verv large portion of tiie vast out- 
lay on aci'Ounl of railways, mining ]ilant 
and mining labor, which it will be read- 
ily seen must in the next live years 
amount in the aggregate to more than 
.■f.')0,liuO,Ul)O, will fje expended for food, 
for beef, mutton, pork, poultry, butter, 
cheese, eggs, fruit and vegetables. We 
enumerate only those articles of farm 
produce lhat can be profitably raised in 
this I'liiviiice. What jiroportion the 
cDst 01 these will form nf the wlnjle ex- 
pense of feeding tlo' workmen fiii rail- 
ways and in the miuini: cam|)H caii only 
be roughly approxinialed, but' it will 
run up into millions of dollars. The 
certainty of a great demantl for British 
Columbia farm produce is thus demon- 
strated. 

At present the home market ia not 
sii jM'iie.il w ith home produce, and unless 
tlii'ie is a great increase in tho domestic, 
sujijily a very large Jiarl, in f:ict the 
greater jiart, of the ex peiidilure during j rcplii-.l 
the next few years for the articles above eas 
named will go out of the Province, We 
submit that no more Berimis '|iii'Stio!i| 
confronts the i)eo|de of Hi-itisli Columbia : Ii"f 
than how to keepathome the i m mense j 
smiiH whicii imist be s|)eiil in 'he Pro- 
vince for articles that can be grown here 
as well as anywhere else in the world. 
It is not of importance only to the farm- 
ers, but to the merchants and to every- 
one else, no matter what bis business 
may be. We have heard it alleged that 
one reason why the foreign Hiipply of 
farm jirodnce crowiled out the domi^slic 
article is that our home larnierH lack 
facilities of transport, which are not pro- 
vided because the amount of produce to 
be moved is not large enough to make it 
an object for railway or steamboat man- 
agers to cater for it. There is probably 
Honietiiing in tliia, and it seems as if tho 
way to overcome the difliculty in for the 
farriiera lo co-operate. TIu^g, let the 
fai mora in any coinmunily whi<di lacka 
regular communication meet in the 
spring and decide in a general way as to 
what they can produce during the com- 
ing season and, having ascertained tliia, 
h'l tliem go to lie; managere of trana- 
porlation linea with aonio definite pro-

Some time ago a letter over the signa- 
ture C. Wood appeared in the London 
Globe makiiij; damaijin); atatementa 
against the sahiion canning industry. 
The following taken from tlie same 
paper (the Globe, March 17), pretty well 
disposes of Mr. Wood, especially as ho 
does not back up bia assertions by one 
scrap of evidence : 

Our readers will probably remember a 
very circumstantial letter whicli ap- 
peared in this journal over the signa- 
ture " C. Wood " a few days ago upon 
the dangers of canned fiah from Canatla. 
In that letter speeilic reference was 
made to one eannery, the name of whicli 
Mr. Wood undertook, in certain con- 
tingeneiea, to aiipply. In another column 
will be found a letter from tbi? ollicea of 
the High Oonimisaioner for t!auada, in 
whicli Mr. Colmer reiterates tlie un- 
qualified contradiction given to Mr. 
Wood by the Government Cominisaioner 
of Fisheries and the local resident lu- 
epector of Fislieries in British Columbia, 
and givea extracts from his correspond- 
ence with Mr. Wood. 

We are Ijound to sav that the refusal 
of Mr. Wood to supply the name of the 
cannery in tiuestion to the Canadian 
government, in response to an othcial 
request, deprives his original letter of 
all value in our eyes. Unless Mr. Wood 
is prepared to furniali t'lo luiniu of the 
cannery under conditions which will al- 
low of liis accusation being tested — which 
in publishing his letter, of course 
bulieved to be the case — common justice 
requires that the untiualilied contradic- 
tioti of the Canadian government slionld 
be accepted, on the simple ground tbiU 
there ia no evidence the other way.

Anyone knowing the 
Fraser river will easily understand how 
ridiculous such au assertion must be, 
for it is a vast! body of water rushing 
down from the Rocky Mountains, swollen 
by the snows from immense glaciers and 
the waters of countless mountain creeks. 
Indeed, the Thames is but a mere 
streamlet in comparison with the F raser. 
iNloreover, there is a strong tide at the 
mouth of the river, and it is absurd to 
claim that the waters of such a river can 
bu much contaminated by the oflfal of a 
few canneries. Nor do I believe that the 
law regarding the offal is not rigidly en- 
forced, for it is invariably otherwise in 
liritisLi Columbia. There is a provincial 
board of health there and a ])rovincial 
health officer.

The Frances Claim Proves a IVIoneymaker 
for the Vietoria-Texada 
Company, 

The rich strike of tree gold, reported 
from Texada iHhind in Sunday's Coi.- 
o.NisT, was not from the Victoria com- 
pany'a claim after all, but from the 
I' rancea claim, the property of the Vic- 
toria-TexadaGokl Mining Co. Iimnedi- 
ately upon receipt of the news the com- 
pany chartered the Bteanier Hope for a 
trip of investigation. She sailed Satur- 
day night with Directors William 
Christie, Geo. L. Courtney and Anton 
lienderBon, and Secretary J. Kingham, 
returning at an early hour yesterday 
morning.

The City Council Wade Through a 
Long Programme of Public 
Bnsiuess. 



Aid. Stewart's I{aihvay Kesoliitiou 
Is Talked Out— No Street 
Bicycle Racks. 



A pleasant feature of the council meet- 
ing last evening was the intelligent and 
ajipreciative audience wliicii was in at- 
tendance, prominent in which were to 
be observed the intellectual counten- 
ances of a deputation from the local 
house, headed by the leader of Her Ma- 
jiisty 'h loyal oijposition. The business of 
the evening included a wide range of

Thie latter business was 
not complete when it was ignominioualy 
choked by a resolution to adjourn, which 
carried. .-Vtiother measure, which also 
received its i|uietua for the time being, 
was the idea of bicycle racks on the 
streets, the aldermen feelin.g in duly 
hound to uphold their own hy-laws, ami 
until these are altered street racks may 
not be used.

The chief of fire department reported 
that driver F. LeKoy applied for leave, 
which was granted, and hoseman Mc- 
Jionald took charge of engine horses 
while callman W. J. Deasy fills Mc- 
Donald's place temporarily. Callman 
James J. Hay tendered his resignation 
on account of the lule requiring callmen 
ta sleep in the lire' halls, 'bhe chief 
reccnn mended t hat T. 1'.

Shade till the vacancies in tin; deiiart 
incuts.. A ([iieetion had arittdi regarding 
the rule reiiuiriiig the liremen to reside 
within certain prescribed limits.

The .Mayor nniintaineil that the 
sidewalks should be rt'S(ii ved for [ledes- 
trians, and for every oiu! cyclist there 
was in the city there were twenty per- 
sons who used the sidewalks.

In speaking to his motion, Aid. Par- 
tridge stated that he could notcliiiiii the 
motion as the jjroduet of bis lir;uns; it 
hail been suggested by an ex-alilerman 
who liad .sni)sei|ueiuiy drawn up an- 
other, and he 1 Alil. Partridge) could say, 
witlioiit fear ( 1 contradiction, that Aid. 
.Stewart's motion eiiKinated from the 
saiiK! iii;in. 1 le thou-.;ht.it coverei-l the 
whole ground and it was foolish to have 
two motions. 

Aid. Wilson tliought that want of 
unanimity was Ihe great fault of the 
people of this city, ami .Vld Stewart 
might have conaulttid with others in the 
matter before posting his resolution, ile 
would like to see one resolution with- 
drawn. 

Aid. McCandlish also asked for a com- 
bination of forces — both motions were 
l)ractically identical and it was a mis- 
take to liave a discussion on the two 
resolutions. 

Aid. Harrison wanted to know if there 
was any gu:irantee that a ferry could be 
maintained from Point Roberta to .Sid- 
ney. Let tlie line slop at Point Uoberts 
and trust to the navigation ccMiipany for 
tlie rest, lie did not want to In; tied to 
Sidney — " We've had loo imuh of Sid- 
ney already." 

Aid. Stewart m explanation claimed 
that his motion waa delinite and .Aid. 
I'artridge'a waa iridelinite. Point 
Koberta was the only point at which 
connection could be made that would lie 
of benefit to Victoria. Nor would the 
council be bound to take any part of the 
Sidney railway. He did not object to 
his brother alderman's motion, but be 
wanted something definite, and if that 
alderman would adopt his motion 
it would cover the whole mat- 
ter. The two aldermen then 
got their heails together with the result 
that -Aid. Partridge's iiiotion secured 
-Aid. Stewart's sii))port ami passeil iinaiii- 
niously, but .-Vld. .'-^tewart'a poor resolu- 
tion after having its preamble cut off 
and otherwise altered was in the midst 
of an irregular discussion prematurely 
strangled by a motion to adjourn, which 
carried. 

During the overtures of ]ieace lietween 
the two aldermen liio balam-e of the 
council took advantage of the cessation 
of hostilities to refer the matter of the 
tenders forsu|)pliea for the lire depart- 
ment to the tire wardens and the pur- 
chasing agent.

Advanced Bishop Gives Some 
Advice on the Liquor 
(Question. 



.\ .Sydr.ey, N.S.W. jourtiahst, inter 
viewed the other day a " tall gentleman 
in clerical garb, who sat on the ver- 
andah of the Hotel ^letrojiole, smoking 
a pipe with the evident reli=h id" a 
veteran admirer of that sootliing friend 
of all mankind." This particular gentle- 
man waa Bishop Julius, of Christ 
church, N. Z., en route to the J.iam beth 
conference in I/Ondon. Tiie bishop was 
particularly interested in theprniiibition 
q'.ieation, and in view of the plebiscite 
which the haurier government intends 
to make hia reniarka on this subject are 
worth reproducing. 

"First and foremost," he said, "the 
lii^uor tralhc is the biggest curse in N(iw 
Zealand, or in any other country. .NUt 
that the peoph; as a whole are intemper- 
ate, hilt that a very large number of 
peoph' in each populace are intemper- 
ale. -A great dei.l (d the crime and 
lunacy in any counlry can be traced to 
the lii|iior Irallic. The iiiiscliief is not* 
BO much in the law. hut in the fact 
that the law isn't carried out. 1 
take it then that .Vow /eulaml is bound 
to have a more ellicient control of the 
li()U(ir tradic, if not to Bii])presa it alto- 
gether. And yet I object to the total 
suppression of the tratlic, and unlesa the 
prohibition voters in New Zealand great- 
ly increase in numbers its suppression 
will never be possible. H it should, the 
conaeiitient sly t'rog-selling and illegiti- 
mate liiinor tratlic would do great harm 
to the country. I object to the total 
siipiiression of the liquor tratlic, because, 
in my judgment, a moderate use of a 
sliglitly alcoholic lieverage, such as a 
light wine or a iager l^eer, is really less 
jiernicious than a great many so-called 
teiiiperance drinks. (Jood wine and 
gooil lieer moderately taken will not liurt 
any man, but it is lioodiiiL' the market 
with drugged liijuors, through the me- 
dium of competition, that caueea a great 
aii'oniii of barm. 

"The prohibition party in New Zealand 
is splendidly organized. It is led by 
able men, who have accomplished a 
great deal. Of course they don't at- 
tempt to enhance the number of houses 
or enforce the law, because the greater 
number of houses just now the better it 
is for their cause. Theae men vote for 
total subjectii.in, and the recent elections 
sliow that the peo[)le, as ii wliole, are 
not with theni. Aa to the fimmcial as- 
pect of the (|iieation, should the li(]uor 
trallic be suppressed or jiartly sup- 
pressed, what is lost in the Bale of 
liquora would ho more than counter- 
balanced by money saved to be spent 
in other indnetriea. My own
